White (WPW) Syndrome). 
Most arrhythmias are 
considered harmless ~ and 
are left untreated. The most 
common symptom of ar- 


‘rhythmia is an abnormal 


awareness of heartbeat, 
called palpitations. These 
may be infrequent, frequent, 
or continuous. Some of 
these arrhythmias are harm- 
less, though distracting for 
patients, but many of them 
predispose the person to un- 
favorable outcomes. 

Some arrhythmias do 
not cause any symptoms at 
all, and are not associated 
with increased mortality. 


However, some asymptom- 


atic arrhythmias can also 
be associated with adverse 
events. Examples include a 


- -higher risk of blood clotting 


within the heart and a higher 
risk of insufficient blood be- 


ing transported to the heart 

because of a weak heartbeat. 

Other increased risks are of 

embolization and_ stroke, 

heart failure and sudden car- - 
diac death. 

Once yqur doctor has de- 
termined that you have an 
arrhythmia, he or she will 
need to find out whether it’s 
abnormal or simply reflects 
the heart’s normal process- 
es. Your healthcare provider | 
will also determine whether 
your arrhythmia is clinically 
significant, that is, whether 
it causes symptoms or puts 
you at risk for more serious 
arrhythmias or corhplica- 
tions of arrhythmias in the 
future. 

If your arrhythmia is ab- 
normal and clinically sig- 
nificant, your doctor will 
establish a treatment plan — 
specifically designed for 
your needs. Goals of any 
treatment plan for arrhyth- 
mias may include: preven- 


tion of blood clots from 


forming to reduce stroke

handed down. The chief 
said he spoke with other po- 


lice officials about what the - 


typical penalty is for officers 
found to be have committed 
similar offenses and wanted 
to avoid a protracted legal 
dispute that would have fol- 
lowed a stiffer punishment 
such “aS**termination; the 
discipline, he ‘stated, would 
- dissuade other officers from 
trying to double-dip in the 
_ future. 

“It’s a serious penalty,” 
Keenan said. “It was a deci- 
sion I. made. I stand by the 
decision.” 

In addition to the suspen- 
sion, Corliss was removed 
from his position as the 
commander of the Special 
Operations Unit, will forfeit 
20 vacation days and will be 
barred from working any de- 
tail for a year. The lieutenant 
also signed a “last chance 

- agreement,” meaning any 
further infractions could re- 
sult in termination.. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 

Palmucci asked the chief if

potential abuse in past pay- 
roll records. Keenan said 
he was unsure the software 
would be able to do so, and 
even if it were the process 
of adding the necessary in- 
formation would be too in- 
volved.

“It would be incred- 
ibly cumbersome to do it; 
I wouldn’t do it,” Keenan 


said. “It would take forever 


to do that, to go backwards : 


in time.” 

Palmucci also quesicned 
how-Corliss had been able to 
take the nine. days off with- 
out having them recorded 
as vacation days. Keenan 
said Corliss, as the head of 
the Special Operations Unit, 


was responsible for control-. 


ling time off in that unit. — 
‘“This officer was in a 


_ unique position to take ad-. 


vantage of that,” the chief 
stated. 


Ward 2 Councillor Brad : 


Croall asked Keenan if the 
-changes to detail operations 
being undertaken now were 
contemplated before the 
investigation into Corliss’ 
records began. Keenan said 
the prior system’ was. ef- 
fective but not designed to 
catch abuse. . 
“It’s been an effective 
payroll system for all these 
years, really. If it wasn’t 


broken, there was no real 


need to fix it,” Keenan said. 
“We’ve had this situation, 
so now we look forward to 
os upon the system 


ae fixing the system going 
forward.” 

The chief later added that 
both police unions, repre- 
senting patrolmen and supe- 
rior officers, are willing to 


work with the department to _ 


fix the problem. . 

Off-duty . officers can 
work details on public proj- 
ects, such as those involv- 


-ing roads and city-owned 


underground utilities, or 
for private work including 
construction sites or bars. 
The Police Department is 


_ fesponsible for assigning — 
“officers to the details ahd 


issues paychecks to the of- 
ficers who work private de- 


tails, which are paid for by. 


the company who hired the 
officers. 
Keenan said Quincy po- 


- lice officers were paid more 
than $3 million for private 


detail work in the previous 
fiscal year and are on pace 
to receive $4 million in the 
current fiscal year that ends 
June 30. The department re- 
céives a 10 percent fee for 
each private detail.

Leasing for the 
apartments began last week 
and first two apartments 
had been leased by Feb. 18; 
both those tenants, Warwick 
said, will be commuting to 
jobs in Boston. 

The developers are aim- 
ing to have 15 leases signed 
each month and Warwick 
anticipates that number to 
pick up as the May 1 move 
in date gets closer; he said 
interest in.

week. Quincy hosted Mid- 
dleboro Tuesday. Hingham 


‘ played unbeaten Hanover 


Tuesday. A Quincy win or 
a Hingham defeat clinched 
sole possession of the divi- 
sion title for the Presidents. 

- “Hingham played a great 
defensive game,” said coach 
Jeff Bretsch. “They were ag- 
gressive, they made it hard 
for us to get the ball inside 
and disrupted what we like 
to do.” 

Hingham’s plan was to 
put Quincy’s 1000-point 
scorer Nicole Jorgensen in 
a box of double and triple- 
team defenses. The Har- 
borwomen used their best 
player, senior Syndey Bla- 
setti, to front Jorgensen on 
‘every play — with or without 
the ball. When Jorgensen 
did move to an open space 
or the ball did-come inside, 
Bridget Hoffses and Abby 
Landry circled around Jor- 
gensen. Jorgensen had no 
room. Not an inch. 

Hingham’s . quickness 
and length, particularly from 
sophomore Haley Blasetti, 
made entry passes challeng- 
ing. The Harborwomen’s 
defense. created a 21-13 
halftime lead which grew to 
28-15 midway through the 
third. Quincy was down by 
12 with less than a minute 
left in the third when the 
Présidents kicked their own 
defense into high gear for 
a closing run which nearly 


_ won the game.

“Joelle’s steal and pass to 
Nicole was the play of the 
night for us,” said Bretsch. 
“We got more assertive and 
aggressive on defense and 
it brought us back into the 
game. We hada good chance 
at the end.” 

The defense held Hing- 
ham to four points and no 
field goals until the final 45 


seconds of the fourth period. 


Quincy still could not catch 
a break at the rim. Jumpers 
circled in and out. Layups 
kissed one side of the bas- 
ket and rolled off the other 
without falling. Still Quincy 
kept coming. Jerahian had 
two strong finishes df the 
rim. Camara (six points) hit 
on a lefty drive. Jorgensen 
(10 points, 11 rebounds, five

With his unique vast array 
of experiences and knowl- 
edge - he has run the Boston 
Marathon 23 times and cov- 
ered it for nearly 30 years - 
Clerici brings the great race 
to life through informative, 
humorous, and enlightening 
detail that includes stories 
about every statue, moment, 
landmark, and portion cf the 
course from its start in 1897 
to its current incarnation. 
With forewords by Bos- 
ton Marathon race . direc- 


tor Dave McGillivray ‘and 
the first woman to run and 
complete the race - Roberta 
“Bobbi” Gibb - the book fea- 
tures a wide range of stories 
about the very beginnings 
in Ashland; the various 
start lines in Hopkinton; the

A freelance journalist, 
writer, photographer, and 
former newspaper editor 
and sports editor, Clerici has 
competed in nearly every 
distance from the mile to the 
marathon - including two 
triathlons, 43 marathons, the 
Falmouth Road Race several 
times - and has won numer- 
ous age-group and Clydes- 
dale running awards. 

Race director of the 
“Camy 5K Run & David 5K 
Walk” in Walpole, he has 


delivered talks and lectures 
at libraries, historical soci- 
eties, bookstores, running 
clubs, banquets; appeared 
at expos, book signings and 
group meetings. 

He is also the author of 
“A History of the Falmouth 
Road Race: Running Cape 


Cod,” the first book devoted 


entirely to the legendary 
history of the 43-year-old 
7-mile race; and “History 


of the Greater Boston Track 
Club,” the first book to 
chronicle the famous running 
club - originally coached by 
Bill Squires - whose mem- 
bers have included Boston 
Marathon champions Bill

lion federal Transporta- 
tion Investment Generating 
Economic Recovery grant 
for the project. The TIGER 
grant application estimates 
the construction of a new 


- station, which would also 


include a new justice center 


~ and office space and visitor 


center for the Adams Na- 
tional Historical Park, would 
cost $52 million. 

A public-private _ part- 


ner would -be responsible. 


for paying the remaining 


project cost, estimated at 


$22 million. That company 
would be tasked with the. fi- 
nal design and construction 
of the facility and maintain 
and operate it for a period of. 
30 to 40 years, after which 
it would be returned to the 
city. The public-private 
partner would be paid using 
income, such as parking re- 
ceipts and rent, generated by 
the station. 

The City Council is con- 
sidering adding the train 
station to the city’s Urban 
Revitalization and Develop- 


~ ment Plan for the downtown 


area to include the station in 
the redevelopment district, 
which would expedite the 
state environmental permit- 


ting process. The council’s — 


downtown and economic 


- growth committee will re- 


view the proposed URDP 
amendment at 6:30 p.m. on 
March 7, at which time a 


public hearing will be held. 


A public informational 
meeting on the MBTA sta- 
tion plan has been tentative- 
ly scheduled for March 10. 
Other meetings are expected 


to follow. 


City engineer Frank Tra- 
montozzi, who compiled the 
TIGER grant application, 
discussed plans for the sta- 
tion at the council’s Jan. 16 
meeting. 

“This is an opportunity, 
since the station is in such 
disrepair anyway, to build 
a grand station at: Quincy 
Center,” he told councillors. 
“Quincy deserves a grand 


station. It’s the gateway to” 


our city and the gateway to 


. our downtown.” 


Tramontozzi said the 
current iteration of the plan 
calls: for three buildings on 
site: A train station with 
parking above; a 250,000 
square. foot justice center 
north of the station on the 
Burgin Parkway side; and a 


National Park Service office 


building on Burgin Park- 
way, across the train tracks 


_ from city hall. 


The Red Line and Com- 
muter Rail tracks would re- 
main at the bottom level of 
the station under the city’s 
plan. -A busway would sit 
inside the station one level 
above the train tracks. Ac- 
cess to the busway would 
be from Burgin Parkway 
instead of Hancock Street, 
which most buses use pres- 
ently; the taxiway and pick- 
up/drop-off area would re- 
main on the Hancock Street 
side. - : 

A five-story upper garage 


and a lower level garage 


would offer some 870 park- 


‘ing spaces, the same num- 


ber of spaces in the original 
station’s garage, which the 
MBTA closed suddenly in 
July 2012 because of struc- 
tural concerns. Tramontozzi 
said the garage was only 50 
percent utilized while it was 
still open to the public. 

The National Park Ser- 
vice building, in addition to 
housing office space, would 
also include a trolleyway ac-

Councillor Nina Li- 
ang, the chairwoman of the 
downtown committee, said 
the plan introduced Feb.' 16 
was a good first step in pro- 
cess of replacing the station 
and it will be important for 
the public to weigh in on the 
concept. - ‘ 

“1 think I can speak for 
all of my fellow councillors 
that this is an issue that has 
been brought to our atten- 
tion many times over the 
past couple of years and it’s 
been a concern around all 
the changes that are happen- 


ing across our city,” Liang 
said. “This is the gateway to 
our city.” 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall said the transit sta- 
tion has been at the top of 
residents’ minds since the 
garage’s closure. 

“T think this is a creative 
approach and is actually 
a vision to potentially le- 
verage outside agencies to 
solve a common problem,” 
he said. “No matter where I 
go — it could be a neighbor- 
hood meeting or something 
completely different — the 
status of the Quincy Cen- 
ter parking garage always 
comes up.” 

The URDP for Quincy 
Center was originally ad- 
opted in 2007 and was 
amended in 2009 and 2010 
as Street-Works became the 
master developer for the 
downtown. An _ additional 
amendment to the URDP, 
which reflects new plans for 
Quincy Center with Street- 
Works out of the picture, 
was introduced to the coun- 
cil last year but was not ap- 
proved before the body’s 
legislative term expired at 
the end of December.

People love great deals or 
free sathples, but sometimes there are conditions attached 


to the deal that is in the fine print. In some cases, the vic- 
tim who signed up for the free sample soon after receives a 
huge bill and/or merchandise not ordered. In three unrelat- 


_ ed‘cases, the FTC sued companies for allegedly duping or- 
ganizations such as schools, churches, nonprofits and small — 
businesses out of millions of dollars. This was followed up 


by deliveries of more merchandise and increasing invoices. 
When the victim failed to pay, these companies used bully- 
ing tactics to try to force the company to pay up. 

The FTC said that one company deceptively claimed to 
be offering sale or clearance prices, but used vague language 
about price and quantity. In fact, the FTC said that one com- 


-pany in particular sent large shipments at high prices, used 


pressure tactics to collect, and then sometimes sent more 


unordered shipments. The FTC stated that companies who - 


scam the public may be in violation of the “Telemarketing 
Sales rule” and the “Unordered Merchandise Statute.” Ac- 
cording to the FTC, the law states that you do not have to 
pay for stuff you didn’t order and you can keep it if you like.

Erlich noted a New Hamp- 
shire-based drywall subcon- 
tractor was fined in Decem- 
ber 2014 for violating wage 
laws during the Coddington 
Building restoration project 
in Quincy. The company, 
R&A Drywall, was ordered 
to pay more than $200,000 in - 


_ restitution and penalties for 


violations at the Coddington 
Project and a separate one 
at Boston’s Haymarket Sta- 
tion, then-Attorney General 


. Martha Coakley stated at the 


time. 
Additionally, Erlich said 
two workers present at the - 
Feb. 16 meeting were owed 
two months back pay for 
work performed on .a more 
recent private project in 
Quincy. When they did re- 
ceive checks from the sub- 
those checks 
bounced because of insuffi- 
cient funds, he stated, and no 
taxes had been withheld. 
“Here is a human face for 
the underground economy. 
It’s not just an abstraction,

- In the span of a few days last week, we had a chance 
to get an inside look at some of the finished units in the 
West of Chestnut apartment development near 1400 
Hancock St. And then witnessed the fall of a land- 
mark: the old Woolworth’s Department Store a few 
blocks south. 

The new dovaiowh the much talked about, highly 
anticipated and perennial election issue ~ is progress- 
ing. And continues to evolve virtually daily. ' 

There ts concrete proof — no pun intended — that 
what the fired and sluggish downtown used to be is in 
the rear-view window. True — not all of the downtown’s 
rebirth has touched every area in the city’s main busi- 
ness district — but much of it has improved and shows 
real promise for a thriving community and rejuvenated 
neighborhood. 

-Take for example the twin six-story West of Chest- 


nut development. The first of two residential-business_ 
space buildings at 1400 Hancock St. is nearing com- 


pletion. New tenants — both renters and businesses — 
are expected to move in starting May 1. 

There is still work to be done, of course, as resi- 
dential units and retail space are completed. But walk- 
ing around the project’s footprint you get a sense that 


this first major project in the redevelopment of Quincy 


Center will help spur future growth as pmueh as it’s 
changing the city skyline. 

Just down the street, a different but just as dramatic 
transformation is taking place. 

The former Woolworth’s building — occupied by the 
well-known retailer for 48 years — is now just a mem- 


ory. Much of the landmark — including the ieonic front: 


facade — was knocked down and reduced to sae tt by 
excavators last week. 

In its wake will rise two six-story buildings with 56 
condominium units as well as retail space. The new 
development is being built by Quincy-based Galv- 
con Development. The company’s principals — Sean 
and Scott Galvin — were among a handful of observ- 
ers who watched the front of the building come down 
last Monday. They, like many others familiar with the 
square, have fond memories of Babe er the store in 
their younger days. 

The decision to knock down the old Woolworth’s 
hasn’t been popular with everyone. Some long for the 
days of yesteryear. But nostalgia isn’t bringing back 
the old downtown. To paraphrase former Boston Celt- 
ics coach Rick Pitino, “Sears isn’t walking through 
that door. . . Woolworth’s is not walking through that 
door, and Remick’s is not walking through that door.” 

Those retailers were among the square’s “Big 
Three” like the Celtics’ Bird, McHale and Parrish. 

Business districts, like pro hoop rosters, change. 
And those changes can leave us feeling a little empty. 

And I can understand folks-are saddened that the old 
Woolworth’s building is gone. Many of us made many 
happy memories there. Eating a grilled cheese sand- 
wich or hot dog at the lunch counter. Taking a peak at 


the vast variety of animals in the pet shop in the back 


of the store. And the store sold just about everything. 
The Galvins dad, Quincy postcard aficionado and city 
historian Tom Galvin, tells the story of Woolworth’s 
selling baby chicks for 15 cents apiece years ago. 
It’s where mom and dads shopped and where kids 
browsed especially around Christmas time. 
But those days ended nearly 20 years ago in 1997

A s the Bob Dylan song goes, “the times they are When Woolworth’s closed it docks after a 48-year run . 


that began in 1949. Think about that. For nearly two. 


decades Woolworth’s has been gone from the square. 
Since closing their doors the space has been occupied 


by a myriad of local businesses but none of them had 
the history or unique charm that Woolworth’shad. 


I feel fortunate that I can still remember the square 
in its heyday. Call me a “young old-timer.” I’m just 
old enough to remember some great stores as “Shop- 
perstown, USA” was winding down including Child 
World, Sawyer’s and Jason’s. Child World at.Christ- 
mas time was Utopia. Toys, games and bikes stacked 
floor-to-ceiling from corner to corner. 

Another shopping mecca was Colman’s Sporting 
Goods. How many of us got our first pair of ice skates 
there? Toss in a few pucks and wooden hockey stick 
and that’s all you needed for the long winter. 

The square hustled and bustled in the summer, too, 
especially during the old sidewalk days.

friends. I recalled some of my fondest memories of the 
square when the old Woolworth’s facade came crash- 
ing down around 9:25 a.m. on Feb. 22. 


And then it was back to reality because ‘no one can — 


really live in the past. 

There’s only the present and what we make of it. 

Look around and you’ll see a Quincy Center that is 
on the move again. 

We are hopeful the downtown’s rebirth will con- 
tinue to grow.

orange neon sign that in its day was as much an icon as 
today’s Citgo sign near Fenway Park.

aware of. Pets sometimes

people ill. Some of these 
creatures, especially those 
that ate frequently associat- 
ed with outbreaks of human 
illness, are not the best ani- 


“mals to select as pets.This 


is especially true for certain. 


high-risk groups: of people, 
including children younger 
than 5. years or immuno- 
compromised patients. 

The diseases 
acquire from animals are 
known as zoonotic diseases. 
A zoonotic disease is a dis- 
ease that .can be passed be- 
tween animals and humans. 
Zoonotic diseases can be 
caused by viruses, bacteria, 
parasites, and fungi. These 
diseases are very common. 
Scientists estimate that more 
than 6 out of every 10 infec- 
tious diseases in humans are 
spread from animals. 

Many people intermingle 
with animals in their daily 
lives. We raise animals for 
food and keep them in our 
homes’ as pets. We might 


come into close contact with . 


animals at a county fair or 
petting zoo or encounter 
wildlife when we go hik- 
ing ina wodded area. Many 
of these animals may even 


frequent or backyards and. 


gardens. 

Because of these inter- 
actions, it’s important to be 
aware of the different ways 
people can get zoonotic. dis- 
eases. These can include: 

¢ Coming into contact 
with the saliva, blood, urine, 
or feces of an infected ani- 


mal 


¢ Being bitten by a tick 
or mosquito (often called a 
“vector’’) 

¢ Eating or drinking 
something unsafe (such as 
unpasteurized milk, under- 
cooked meat, or unwashed 
fruits and vegetables that 
are contaminated with feces 


. from an infected animal)

It is also essential to wash 
your hands right after han- 
dling pet foods and treats, 
which can be contaminated 
with bacteria and other 
germs. Pet food and treats 
might include dry dog or cat 
food, dog biscuits, pig ears, 
beef hooves, and rodents 
used to feed reptiles. _ 
Before you purchase or 
adopt a pet, make sure that it 


is the correct choice for you

dren under 5 years of age 
should not own reptiles, 
such as turtles, or amphib- 
ians, such as frogs.

Salmonella is one of 
many zoonotic pathogens 
that can be spread between 
people and ‘their 
Countless Salmonella infec- 
tions occur in people who 
have contact with certain 
types of animals or “risky” 
pets. These include reptiles, 
such as turtles, snakes, or 
lizards; amphibians, espe- 
cially frogs; poultry, includ- 
ing chicks, chickens, and 
ducklings; and rodents, such 
as hamsters. 

Infected animals can 
seem happy, healthy, and 
clean and still be shedding. 
Small turtles pose a risk to 
young children because they 
aré mistakenly thought to 
be safe pets; they are small 


enough to be placed in the - 


mouth and they can be han- 
dled as.toys. 
“It is imperative to know 
that directly handling these 
pets isn’t the only way peo- 
ple can get sick; the envi- 
ronments where the animals 
live and roam, such as water 
from a frog or turtle tank, 
can be. just as contaminated 
as the animal itself. 
In many outbreaks of 
human Salmonella infec- 
‘tions linked to water frogs, 


turtles, and chicks, most of © 


the infected patients or the 
parents of infected Children 
stated that they were not 
aware .that these animals 
could cause Salmonella in-

children are particularly 
at risk for serious illness,

such as fairs, schools, and 
petting zoos. : 

Be aware of the risks. - 
of Salmonella and other 
zoonotic infections from an- 
imals. Recognize that some 
pets are not appropriate for 
children younger than 5 
years old or other high-risk 
patients. 

Also, take simple precau- 
tions to diminish the risk for 
a zoonotic infection includ- 


ing using good handwash- 


ing practices. This includes 
washing hands thoroughly 
after handling animals -or 
anything in the animal’s en- 
vironment.

Chapman Corner . LLC’s 
proposal for a six-story, 
30-condominum _ building 
at 28-34 Chapman St., the 
site of a vacant bank branch 
at the corner of Clay Street. 
The plan presented Jan. 27 

included a 34-car ground 
floor garage, which would 
include both tandem spaces, 


where one vehicle parks in 
front of another, and spaces 
with lifts, which allows one 
vehicle to park on_top of the 
other. 

Developer Timothy Long 
told The Sun following the 
initial public hearing that his 
team would revisit the con- 
figuration of the garage to 
assuage concerns from resi- 


dents and city officials about 
the parking layout. 

The second item is a de- 
finitive subdivision plan that 
would include the extension 
of Holliston Street and For- 
est Avenue. If approved, the 
subdivision plan would cre- 
ate three new lots that could 
be developed into single- 
family homes. 


Also schedyled for the ' 


March 9 meeting is a pub- 
lic hearing on a 135-room 
hotel proposed for a vacant 
lot at 1-15 Arlington St. and 
22-30 Fayette St. in North 
Quincy. The six-story hotel 
would also include first floor 
retail space and 102-vehicle 
parking lot on site.

Those scams are listed below: . 

What Health Insurance Marketplace ae 

A resource where individuals, families, and small busi- 
nesses can: learn about their health coverage options; com- 
pare health insurance plans based on costs, benefits, and 
other important features; choose a plan; and enroll in cov- 


erage. The Marketplace also provides information on pro- 


grams that help people with low to moderate income and 


"Resources pay for coverage. This includes ways to save on 
the monthly premiums and out-of-pocket costs of coverage ~ 


available through the -Marketplace, and information about 
other programs, including Medicaid and the Children’s 


- Health Insurance Program (CHIP). The Marketplace en- 


courages competition among private health plans, and is 
accessible through websites, call centers, and in-person as- 


_ sistance. In some states, the Marketplace is run by the state. 


In others it is run by the federal government. 
And Is Not: . 
Charging you for help getting new insurance 
Someone contacts you, offering to help you navigate the 
Health Insurance Marketplace for a fee — or saying that you 
need a new insurance card:now or you'll have to pay a pen- 
alty. Regardless of the set-up, their goal is to get your bank 


- account or credit card number. 


Don’t give your information. The people who offer legit: 
imate help with the Health Insurance Marketplace — some- 
times called Navigators or Assisters — are not allowed to 


charge you. In fact, you can’t pay them. What’ $ more, you 
don’t need to buy a special insurance card, or pay any penal- 
ties for not buying one, either. Bottom line: Never give your 
money or your information to anyone who contacts you. 
“I’m from the government.” 
No. They’re not. The government will not call you about 
your health insurance; and no one from the government will 


ask you to verify your Social Security number or bank infor- - 


mation. Some government agencies might send you a letter 
(for example, Medicare- and the IRS), but they will never 
ask you to wire them money or give your credit card num- 
ber. If someone calis, }, emails, or texts and says they’ ‘re from 
the government, it’s a scam. _ 

Medicare cards ~ 

Someone contacts you, claiming that you need a new 
Medicare card because of “Obamacare.” They tell you that 
you'll lose Medicare coverage if you don’t pay a fee for 
a new card or give them your Social Security number and 
bank account or-credit card number. _ 

Not true. The Affordable Care Act doésn’t say you need 
a new Medicare card, or another health insurance card. Nor 


_does the law say you’ll lose Medicare coverage. Don’t give 
your personal or financial information to anyone who con-. 
tacts you. When in doubt, call 1-800-MEDICARE, before 


you give anyone your money or information. 

Medical discount scams 

Someone contacts you, offering discounts on heath ser- 
vices and products. They might say the discount plan will 
save you money and that it meets the minimum coverage 
required under “Obamacare” so you won’t have to pay a

Mledi i _ Some- 
times, medical discount plans illegally pretend.to be insur- 
ance. Ask specific questions and don’t pay until you- read 
the terms. Your state insurance commissioner’s office can 
tell you if a health plan is insurance. Most medical discount. 
plans are a membership in a “club” that claims to offer re- 
duced prices from certain doctors, certain pharmacies, and 
on somé procedures. Some medical discount plans provide 
legitimate discounts, but others are scams that don’t deliver 
on the medical services promised. Others are attempts to get 
your personal or financial information, so the scammer can 
use it to commit identity fraud. 

Insurance agents 

Someone claiming to be an insurance agent gets in touch 
to say you should “act now” to get your new insurance. They - 
may promise to-get you a special deal or help you avoid a 
penalty. Or they might say they can help you avoid losing 
access to your current doctors under Medicare — unless you 
sign up for a Medicare Advantage Plan. 

Not true. You don’t have to do anything different because 
of the Affordable Care Act. While some insurance agents 
can help you with your application through the Health In- 


surance Marketplace, don’t give your personal information 


or pay any money to someone who contacts you. 

“T can help you. Really.” 

Someone contacts you, offering to help you navigate 
the Health Insurance Marketplace. There really are trained 
people who can help. But experts expect scammers to wade 
in here, too. So... 

"See what they do. The helpers might be called naviga- 
tors, assistors, counselors, connectors, or something similar. 
The important thing is what they do. The official helpers 
will try to help you find the plan that serves you best. If you 
want, they might help you get signed up through Health- 
Care.gov. They will not try to sell you a particular plan or 
ask for money to help you. If someone does that, chances 
are they’re not an official trained helper. (From the FTC)

lard Street) when he observed a grey Cadillac Seville parked 
in an area of the lot far from the front entrance of the store 
and away from all of the other vehicles. 

As he drove past the vehicle, he observed a front seat pas- 

senger leaning far forward with his head near the dash board. 
As soon as Officer Foley drove by, the Cadillac driver put 
its running lights on and backed out of the parking space. 
The Officer watched as the Cadillac relocated to a different 
parking spot closer to the entrance. Home Depot has been 
the scene of numerous criminal infractions for a multitude 
of offenses so this behavior caught the attention of the Of- 
ficer. Officer Foley decided to encounter the occupants of 
the vehicle. 

As he pulled up behind the Cadillac, he observed the male 
passenger exit the. vehicle and walk around to the driver’s 


_ * door (the trunk popped open simultaneously as he did this). 
_ As Officer Foley exited his cruiser and said “Quincy Police, 


how are you sir?,” the passenger spotted the Officer and pan- 
icked. He ran from the driver’s door to the trunk, threw a 
black canvas bag into the trunk, then slammed it closed and 
fan away.toward the front entrance of Home Depot. For un- 
known reasons, the passenger stopped in his tracks, turned 


- - around and started running back toward the Officer saying, 


“I’m not gonna run - you got me” as he flailed his arms in the 
air and yelled several more unintelligible statements. Once 
the passenger returned, Officer Foley told hit to put his 
hands on the hood of his cruiser. 


At first he complied but as soon as the Officer approached. 


him, he suddenly turned around and bolted toward the park- 
ing lot’s exit. Officer Foley then yelled to the fleeing passen- 
ger that he would release his K9 dog on him if he didn’t stop. 


‘The Officer did not have his K9 outside of the cruiser at this 


point and was using this directive to encourage the passenger 
to return. When the passenger heard this, he charged back 


crea the Officer ir in an aggres- 
sive manner. 

When he failed to keep his 
hands up where the Officer 
could see them, the Officer or- 7 


dered the passenger to stop and 
drop to the ground but he kept 
coming. Fearing for his safety 
and concerned that the driver 
was still a possible threat, the. 
Officer drew his firearm and 
ordered the passenger to the 
ground. “Only after seeing the 
firearm aimed at him did the passenger finally coniely i with

_ shoppers were drawn to this Police activity. 


With the passenger proned out on the ground at gun cline 
the operator of the vehicle exited and began to move toward 
the Officer. Outnumbered and fearing for his safety, Offi- 
cer Foley ordered the driver to the ground and to drop what 
he had in his hand. He immediately complied and dropped 
an orange bottle cap (wrapped in a plastic corner bag) along 
with an empty Marlboro cigarette pack. As the Officer at- 
tempted to radio his location and request back up, the passen- 
ger attempted to stand up several times and refused to keep 
his hands away from his body. Detective Sergeant Tapper 
and Officers Bossart and Dabilis arrived on scene. 

_ Officer Bossart placed the passenger in hand cuffs while 
Officer Dabilis locked up the driver. A pat frisk of the pas- 
senger was negative for weapons however Officer Dabilis did 
find a hypodermic syringe in the passenger’s sock. Officer 
Foley advised both men. separately of their Miranda rights 
and explained that they were not under arrest but were being 


detained while he conducted his investigation. After saying 
they both understood their rights; Officer-Foley further ex- 
plained that they were in hand cuffs because of their suspi- 
cious behavior coupled with the passenger’s threatening and 
physically offensive behavior. Officer Dabilis picked up the 
plastic orange cap (wrapped in a corner bag) located nextto 
the driver, which he dropped when he (the driver) exited the . 


-~ vehicle. 


Inside the cap was a brownish white. substance a a 
small piece of soaked cotton in the middle. The corner bag 
had brown powder residue inside it as well. The Officers 
immediately recognized these items (including the syringe 
seized from his sock) to be paraphernalia used by Heroin us- 
ers to prepare and intravenously inject Heroin and other il- 


‘legal substances (based on training and experience). When 


asked what these items were, the driver responded, “You 
know what it is.” After concluding that the two males were in 
the process of preparing Heroin for use inside the Cadillac, 
Officer Foley conducted a search of the vehicle for further 


‘evidence. Inside the trunk, Officer Foley located the black 


canvas bag that he-had observed the passenger attempt to 


conceal just minutes earlier. Inside the unlocked bag, Of- 


ficer Foley located numerous comer bags containing a brown 
powder residue, numerous hypodermic syringes and one un- 
opened corner bag containing a pill sized amount of a brown 
powder that he immediately recognized as Heroin. Officer 


Foley asked the passenger what was in the bag and he re- 


sponded, “Its Heroin.” An RMV.license check of the driver 
showed that he had a suspended license in Massachusetts. 
Officer Dabilis ttansported the driver, a 45 year old 
Hull resident, to Quincy Police Headquarters where he was 
charged with, “Possession of Class A Heroin and Operating a 
Vehicle with a Suspended License.” The passenger, a 36 year 
old Hull resident, was charged with, “Disorderly Conduct 
and Possession of Class A Heroin (subsequent offense). He 
was found guilty of Possession of both Heroin and Cocaine © 
in Quincy District Court in 2009. Nice Work! = =

The survey asks respon- 
dents to rank what they feel

ing, industry, parking, enter- 


tainment options, cultural/. 


artistic space, street beauti- 
fications and improvements, 
improved walking paths, or 
other transit paths such as 
bike lanes and bus lanes. 
Respondents are also

~ Lynch Encourages | Students 
To Get Involved In Public Service 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Growing up in South 
Boston, Stephen Lynch 
never aspired to enter poli- 
tics; he wanted to work as 
an ironworker. The political 
bug wouldn’t bit Lynch until 
years later, while he was do- 
ing pro bono legal work in 
Boston’s Old Colony Hous- 


ing Project - where he grew — 


up — and residents there en- 


couraged him to run for of- 


fice. 

A member of the US. 
House of. Representatives 
since 2001, Lynch spoke to 
a group of 50 Quincy High 
School students — all in ei- 
ther Advanced Placement 
U.S. government classes or 
who will be participating ina 
model Congress at Harvard. 
The goal of his visit, Lynch 
explained, was. to awaken 
the students’ interest in pur- 
suing careers in government 
and public service. 

“T am the first person-in 


my family ever to be in- 


volved in politics. I really 
didn’t plan to be involved at 
all. 1 wanted to be an iron- 
worker,” Lynch said during 
the hour-long visit. “When I 
was in high school I focused 
on welding and shop cours- 
es. You had to choose either 
college courses or shop. _ 

“I did three-and-a-half 


years in a college course, but . 


then one summer I worked 
as an ironworker when I was 


.in high school and I loved it 


so much I begged my father 


to let me join the ironwork- 


ers’ union.” 

After graduating South 
Boston High School in 
1973, Lynch entered the 
Ironworkers Union Local 
7 and would later become 


. the youngest president in 


its history. As president of 
the union, Lynch thought he 
would be the one in charge 


_ but said he couldn’t sneeze

The residents of the 
housing project encouraged 
him to run for public office 
then, Lynch said, because 
they said he was always 


there while they never saw © 


their elected officials. 
Lynch ran for office for 

the first time in 1994, win- 

ning a seat in the Massachu- 


setts House of Represen- 


tatives. Fourteen month’s 
later, he won a special elec- 


\ 


tion to fill the state Senate 


seat vacated by William. 
Bulger and in 2001 won a 


special election to fill the 
seat in Congress left vacant 
after the death of John Jo- 
seph Moakley. 

“That’s how that all hap- 


pened,” Lynch said. “I never ” 
had really an intention to be 


a congressman but I am now 
and I am blessed for the op- 
portunity.” 

. The South Boston Dem- 
ocrat also told the students 
about his work in Washing- 
ton, which he said involves 
far more than being a law- 


_maker. 


“To be a congressman, 
the job description is you’re 
a lawmaker but that’s only 
one little part of the job,” 
Lynch said. 

The congressman point- 
ed to his work on two major 
House committees; the Fi-

The medical history 
may include inquiries about 
family history of kidney 
stones, diet, GI problems, 
and other diseases and dis- 
orders. The health care 
provider may order urine, 
blood, and imaging tests, 
such as an x ray or CT scan 


‘to complete the diagnosis. 


Treatment for kidney 
stones usually depends on 
their size and composition, 
as well as whether they are 


‘causing pain or obstruct- 


ing the urinary tract. Small 
stones usually pass through 
the urinary tract without 
treatment. Still, the person 
may need pain medication 
and should drink lots of flu- 


ids to help move the stone 
along. 

A person with a larger 
stone,-or one that blocks 
urine flow and causes great 
pain, may need more urgent 
treatments, such as shock 
wave lithotripsy (lithotripter 
machine generates shock 
waves that pass through the 
person’s body to break the 
kidney stone into smaller 
pieces to pass more readily 
through the urinary tract), 
ureteroscopy (a scope in- 
serted to find and retrieve . 
a stone), or percutaneous 
nephrolithotomy (a tube is 
inserted directly into the 
kidney through a small in- 
cision in the person’s back 
and a nephroscope is used 
to locate and remove the 
stone). . 

The initial step in pre- 
venting kidney stones is to 
recognize what is causing 
the stones to form. Depend- 
ing on the type of kidney 
stone a person has, modi- 
fications in the amounts of 
sodium, animal protein, cal- 
cium, and oxalate consumed 
can also help. Drinking 
adequate fluids each day is 
the best way to help prevent 
most types of kidney stones.

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SJC Upholds 2006 Conviction

The state Supreme Judi- 
cial Court has affirmed the 
2006 conviction of the Nor- 

- ton man who bludgeoned an 
elderly Quincy hairdresser 
to death in her home in 
2001. 

When police 
responded to Marina Cala- 
bro’s three-family home on 
Bedford Street, they found 
her dead at the foot of a 
Staircase with head trauma. 
Law. enforcement referred 
the matter for autopsy, but 
the initial finding was that 
her cause of death was ac- 
cidental, Norfolk Dist. Atty. 
Michael Morrissey said. 

Thomas Lally, 35, who 
was convicted of first degree 
murder at trial, was friends 
with Mrs. Calabro’s nephew 
and heir, Anthony Calabro, 
whom she had taken in and 
allowed to live with her, and

Jason Weir, who also lived 


* in Norton. 


Months later, a witness 
familiar with all three of 


thosé men came forward 
to authorities with 


infor- 
mation that led the case to 
be re-opened and declared 
a homicide, according to 
Morrissey, who took office 
a decade later. 

“When a witness came 
forward in October 2002, 
State and Quincy Police 


were tasked with investigat-. 


ing a murder that had been 
declared an accidental death 
9 months before,” Morrissey 
“The effort and skill 
involved in investigating 
this case and proving these 
charges was enormous - and 
impressive. We are very 
pleased this just conviction 
remains undisturbed.”

heart attack at the Squantum fire station May 18, 1970. The - 


single man and lifelong Quincy resident was only .44. He 
had served 16 years of his life working for the Quincy Fire 
Department. 

“It was a Sunday,” says Walter’s nephew, Ed Rizzi, hold- 
ing back a tear while remembering that sorrowful day. “He 
died at the fire station with the three other men who. were 
his buddies. 

“He did what he loved. I think he was where he wanted 
to be. I ama firm believer that he didn’t die at Quincy City 
Hospital. I’m sure he never made it out of the fire house 
alive.” 

Nearly 46 years have passed since Walter J. Rizzi was 
laid to rest. It’s a sad loss and irreplaceable void that his 
family still feels today. 

This May 18th will mark the 46th anniversary since Wal- 
ter’s death. 

And while his family has never forgotten Walter, his ser- 
vice to the city will now also be remembered for agai to 
come. 

Last week, Quincy fire officials and fellow firefighters 
from Engine 7 in Squantum dedicated a memorial plaque in 
Walter’s honor outside the front doors to the fire station. 

The bronze plaque reads: _ 

“In memory of Walter J. Rizzi, Appointed to Quincy Fire 
Department Jan. 30, 1954, died suddenly while on duty at 
this fire house May 18, 1970.” 

Also attending the dedication was 86-year-old Arthur 
Rizzi — Walter’s brother and Ed Rizzi’s father. They paused 
just outside the fire house door reading the inscription as the 
marker basked in the bright afternoon sunshine. 

“I am very proud of my older brother,” said Arthur Rizzi, 
a retired Quincy school custodian who worked for the city 
for 50 years. “And we are happy he will be recognized for- 
ever with this nice plaque. My brother Walter was proud to 
be a Quincy firefighter.” 

Walter Rizzi came from a Quincy firefighting family. 


His father, Joseph W. Rizzi, was a 32-year veteran of ; 


the Quincy Fire Department. He retired Jan. 31, 1965 as a 
captain. He first worked as a temporary firefighter in 1933. 
Back then, firefighters earned about $44 a week. When he 
retired as a captain, he was making about $80 a week. 

Joseph Rizzi died Oct. 4, 1971 — about 16 months after 
his son Walter passed away. _ 

One of Walter’s brothers — Roy Rizzi — was also a Quin- 
cy firefighter. He served the department for 38 years before 


retiring as a lieutenant in 1992. He was 5 a Quincy. 


firefighter in 1954. 
Joseph Rizzi also had a brother who was a Quincy fire- 


fighter. John Rizzi worked 28 years for the QFD and retired ~ 
in 1965 as a lieutenant. 


All four firefighting Rizzis were on the department at the 
same time for part of their careers. Adding in Arthur’s ser-

On Feb. 16, the Quin- 
cy City Council passed. a 
unanimous fesolution sup- 
porting two bills before. the 
state legislature, both . de- 
signed to accelerate repairs 
to leaking underground gas 


pipes. Quincy Climate Ac- 
- tion Network commends the 


councilors for this vote, and 
especially Councilor Brian 
Palmucci, who introduced 
the resolution. We join 
the City Council in urging 


‘Quincy’s statehouse delega- 


tion to work for speedy pas- 

sage of both bills--H. 2870 

and H. 2871. 
According to paperwork 


filed by National Grid, 


Quincy has more than 600 
gas leaks. Many. have gone 
unrepaired for. years, and 


from underground gas pipes 
kill street trees and cause 


human diseases including 


asthma, They also contrib- 
ute to climate change, ac- 


counting for no less than 10 - 


percent of the state’s carbon 
footprint. - 

The problems with natu- 
ral gas don’t end with the 
leaking pipes beneath our 
streets. Because of other 
‘leaks, from gas wells and 
the transmission lines that 
bring gas in from out of 
state, fracked gas is as bad 
‘or worse than coal when 
it comes to causing cli- 
mate change, according .to 
research by Cornell Uni- 


versity scientists. Unfortu- 


nately, the state, under Gov. 
Baker, is putting expanded 


gas infrastructure, including 
unpopular projects like the 
Kinder Morgan pipeline and 
the Fore River compressor 
station, at the center of its 
energy policy. Adding insult 
to injury, the administration 
wants ratepayers to foot the 
bill for these projects. 
For the sake of our health 
and the health of the plan- 
et, Massachusetts. citizens 
should reject these projects 
and others like them, and de- -

make new viruses until the 
cells explode and die. In 
other cases, they alter nor- 
mal cells into malignant or 
cancerous cells. Also unlike’ 
bacteria, most viruses .DO 


cause disease, and they’re 


extremely specific about the 
cells they attack. 
In some cases, it’s dif- 


. ficult to determine the ori- 


gin of an infection because 
many illnesses, including 
pneumonia, meningitis, and 
diarrhea can be caused by 
either bacteria or viruses. 
But your doctor often can 
pinpoint the cause by’ per- 
forming a medical history 
and doing a physical exam. 

_Waccines have drasti- 
cally reduced the number of 
new cases of viral diseases 
such as polio, measles, and 
chickenpox. In addition, 
vaccines can prevent such 
viral infections such as the 
flu, hepatitis A, hepatitis 
B and HPV. But the treat- 
ment of viral infections has 
proved more challenging, 


_ primarily because viruses 


are relatively tiny and repro- 
duce inside-cells. 
Common viral infections : 


such as an upper respira- | 


tory. infection’ can typically 
be detected by runny nose, 
cough, low-grade fever, sore 

throat, and difficulty sleep- 


ing. No antibiotics or ariti-” 


viral medications can has- 
ten recovery from the cold. 
When compared to adults, 
upper respiratory infections 
in children may last longer 


(up to.14 days) and occur - 


more frequently (average 
six to eight per year). 
In some cases we become 


more concerned that the in- 


fection may be caused by.a 


bacterial infection.

° Fever gets worse a few 
days into the illness rather

Sinusitis, ear infections, 


and pneumonias are com- 


mon examples of secondary 
infections. For example, a 
runny nose that persists be- 
yond 10-14 days may-be a 
sinus infection -that would 
be best treated with an anti- 
biotic. Ear pain and new on- 
set fever after several days 
of a runny nose is probably 


_an_ear infection. These in- 
_ fections may or may not re- 
quire an antibiotic. 


Other bacterial illnesses 


that we ate concerned about . 
_. include urinary tract infec- 


tions (UTIs), which can be 
hard to detect and can cause 
kidney damage if they are 
untreated. If your child has a 


fever without a great source 


of infection, your doctor 
will likely want to check the 
urine. 

More serious concernsare 
bacterial illnesses like sepsis 
(bacteria:in the blood) and 
bacterial meningitis (bacte- 
rial infection in the lining of

in mental status. Babies are 
less likely to be able to show 
us these symptoms, and we 
are more likely to do more 
tests on them to make sure 
these infections are not part 
of the illness. 

_ Keep in mind, many of 
the vaccines your child re- 
ceives in their first year of 
life are meant to prevent 
some of these bacterial dis- 
eases. 

Whether the infection 
turns out to be caused by 
virus or bacteria, you should 
observe your child for any 
of the following signs and 
get medical attention if they © 
develop: 

‘e Dehydration, demon- 
strated by decreased fluid 
intake; urination less than 
three times in 24 hours; or 
decreased tears with crying 

© Difficulty — breathing 
including fast breathing, 
nostril flaring, use of rib, 
stomach, or neck muscles to 
breathe 

* Noticeably decreased 
activity or responsiveness 

* No improvement over a 
three to five day period 

* All children under three 
months of age with a fever.

mote. frequent infections. 
Thankfully. most | children 
these days, because they 
have received vaccines that 
prevent most serious sec-.

Frank Tramontozzi , an 


_ engineer for the city, said - 


the project is currently in 


the feasibility stage, which. 


could be completed this 
year. The city is working 
with engineering firm Par- 
-sons.:Brinkerhoff on plans 
for the station. 

Preliminary designs for 
the redevelopment of the 
MBIA site include approxi- 
mately 870 parking spaces 
‘in a five-story garage and 
two other buildings — a new 
justice center, which would 
house the Quincy District 
Court, located north of the 
station and office space for 
the National Park Service to 
the south of the station, in 
the area behind City Hall. 

The city is hoping: to 
find a public-private part- 
ner to finance the project 
and is also seeking federal 
transportation grants. Under 
the public-private model, a 
company would finance and 
build the project and make 
its money back by leasing 
space for the justice center 


and National Park Service — 
or any other lessee.’ 
Attendees that spoke . 


at the community meeting 


were concerned about he 
placement of the courthouse 
next to the station. A half- 
dozen residents who spoke 


said: they would prefer a. 


new courthouse built at its 
current location on the Den- 
‘nis Ryan Parkway or would 
rather have a different use 
for the air rights over the 
MBTA tracks: No one who 


spoke at the meeting said . 
they would support placing 


the justice center in the vi- 
cinity of the station. 

Judy Brams asked if pub- 
lic safety was being consid- 
ered during the feasibility 
study, given the number of 
students who use the sta- 
tion.

It dates back to 
the 1940s and shows Joseph 
wearing his _ firefighter’s 
badge and dress coat and 
Walter in his Coast Guard 
attire. 

Ed and Walter had bond- 


-ed when he was growing 
‘up. He smiles remembering 


the days when he was just a 
kid and he’d make his way 


"up to the area of the Quincy 


quarries whenever there was 
a fire. 

“For a long time Walter 
was stationed at Engine 5 in 
West Quincy. He practically 
lived at the quarries because 
of all the fires burning up 
there all the time..1 can re- 
member my dad and I going 
up there with food and water 
and watching the firefight- 
ers fight fires with those old 
open-back fire trucks.” 

Walter, Ed says simply 
with gpotion ie his voice, 


“I was onl y 13 when he 
passed. I remember when I 
was smaller I’d sleep over 
his house. Back then, in 
the 1970s, these firefighters 
worked 80 hours a week. 
Shortly after my _ uncle 
passed, and my grandfather 
passed, the city went to a 
40-hour work week.” 

Times have changed but 


one thing was still missing 


for the Rizzi family. 
A memorial for Walter. 
A short time ago, Ed 


‘visited the Squantum Fire 


House with his two grand- 
sons and noticed there was 
no marker for his late uncle. 

“Tt didn’t seem right that 


there was no memorial for . 


Walter,” Ed says. “Walter 
didn’t have any family to 
speak on his behalf and it 
just got overlooked.” 

About a week later, Ed 
returned to the station and 
knocked on the door. A 
firefighter answered and 
eventually he was contacted 
by Deputy Chief Joseph 
Jackson. Soon the effort 
was made to erecta bronze 
marker in Walter’s memory. 

“The city is making it 
right now and my family is 
very grateful and proud,” 


Ed said at the dedication. - 


“Chief Joe Barron and Dep- 
uty Chief Joe Jackson have 
been fantastic. I- couldn’t 


‘ ask for anything more. 


“They should te com- 
mended. I’m going to write 


a letter to the mayor and tell . 4 


him how much they went 
out of their way for our fam- 
ily,” Ed added. 

Chief Barron said the 


department appreciates the . 


opportunity to recognize 
Walter Rizzi with a proper 
memorial to a fallen com- 
rade. 

“Walter Rizzi came- from 
a great firefighting family, a 
lot of public service. I’m sure 
it was a very sad day when 
lie died. You know what it’s

er; he’s part of our family at 


_ the firehouse. 


“You know his attributes, 
you rely of them.

In all 
three cases — as of Tuesday anyway — the drivers in 


those accidents have not been charged following po- 
lice investigations. 

We extend our sincerest condolences to the families 
of those three individuals who were killed in those ac- 
cidents. This tragic loss of human iife has put a bright- 


er spotlight on the i issue of pedestrian safety in hie 


and rightfully so. 
We also: applaud city councillors who are calling for 
a Pedestrian Master Plan that will “inc the prin-. 


ciples of education, engineering, enforcement, encour- 
age, and evaluation.” Part of that plan calls for a pre- 


‘sentation of pedestrian fatality and injury data trends, 


with associated maps. Another piece would prioritize 
a list of desirable long-term pedestrian infrastructure 
improvements and associated cost estimates, along 
with maps detailing the proposed improvements. 

While the opioid problem has received a lot of 
headlines lately, the pedestrian safety issue is right up 
there, too. It is on the minds of lot of peopie including 
many of our readers. 

- After we published a front page story by Quidey Po- 


lice Lt. Dan Minton on pedestrian and motorist safety — 


tips, we received calls and emails requesting follow- 
up information. One reader noted a dangerous traffic 
situation near the Hannon Parkway and Star Market. 


The reader highlighted the “Right on Red” and the . 


crosswalk at the Hannon Parkway at the location near 
the grocery store. 
“When you leave the Star Market and take a right 


out of the parking lot to the crosswalk, the light is very. 


confusing to both drivers and pedestrians. At the same 
time that a pedestrian has a safe to walk signal, the 


driver turning right has a green light. Makes abso- _ 


lutely no sense,” the reader said. 

These are the ‘types of safety issues that we hope a 
Pedestrian Master Plan would target and resolve. 

One of the themes in Lt. Minton’s article noted the 
“poor decisions that drivers and/or pedestrians make 
that cause these accidents.” Among those “poor deci- 
sions” are texting, reading, using headphones or any 


other actions that result in not being aware of their - 


surroundings. He also points out that the victims of 
pedestrian accidents are often adults. 

“Maybe this is because children not only know the 
safety issues of crossing the street, but they also abide 
by them. It often seems that adults are too important to 
wait for the pedestrian light or to go to a crosswalk,” 
he wrote.

Register: Beware Of Deed, Homestead Scams 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell: was a_ guest 
speaker recently at the 
Houghs Neck Community 
Center. 

O’Donnell gave an over- 
view of the Registry of 
Deeds which is the princi- 
pal office for real property 
records: in Norfolk County 
cataloguing and _ housing 
more than 5 million land 
documents dating back to 
1793. 

O’Donnell spent the ma- 
jority of his address discuss- 
ing consumer issues, in par- 
ticular, deed and Homestead 
scams that are perpetrated 
against citizens not only in 
~ Quincy, but throughout Nor- 
folk County. 

“Today there are on-go- 
ing marketing scams,” noted 
the Register, “where Nor- 
folk County residents con- 
tinue to receive direct mail 
solicitations offering them a 
certified copy of their prop- 
erty deed for an exorbitant 
fee ranging from $59.50 to 
$83. Some of these mailings 
look like a bill. Do not fall 
victim to it. 

“If a consumer knew thaf®

the Registry would provide 


them a certified copy of 


their property deed for only 
$1 per page, plus an addi- 
tional $1 for postage, they 
would never agree to pay 


_such an outrageous fee. The 


average price for a mailed 
homeowner’s deed by the 
Registry, usually two pages, 
is $3.” 

O’Donnell also said: “In 
the case of a Homestead, 
unscrupulous parties are of- 


_ fering to provide local resi- 


dents a copy of a form for 
a fee of $15. These Home- 
stead forms are available 
free of charge by simply ac- 
cessing our: website www 
norfoikdeeds.org.” 
O’Donnell also. spent 
time discussing the advan- 
tages of the Massachusetts 
Homestead Act. “The Home- 
stead Act is an important 
consumer tool that provides 
homeowners limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of their primary residence to 


satisfy unsecured debt up to. 


$500,000,” he said. 
Concluding his remarks, 
O’Donnell expressed his ap- 
preciation for being allowed 
to speak before the residents 
of Houghs Neck.

Granite Columns Donation 


Granite Workers Museum 
has acquired two columns 


of ‘quarried Quincy granite . 


turned by a Quincy granite 
turning company. 
The two columns were 


"from the old Quincy District 


Courthouse that was built in 
1912 located on Coddington 
Street next to the Codding- 


ton School, now the site. of. 


Presidents Place. 

The courthouse was built 
in the classical revival style, 
a riff on Greek architecture 
typical of American court- 
with wide steps 
leading up to two simple 
columns under triangular 
pediments. The old court- 


- house was later demolished 


in May of 1988 to make 
way for the Presidents Place 
project at the site of the old 
Bargain Center. in Quincy 
Center. After the build- 
ing was razed, the columns 
were transported to an area 
located off Ricciuti Drive 
that was owned by the con- 
tractor that demolished the 
court house. 

The columns measure 19 
feet, six inches long with a 
diameter at their base of 30 
inches with a slight taper 
at the top with a diameter 
of 25 inches. Each column 
has a volume of 98.2 ft? 
which calculates to a 8.15- 


ton column. The columns 


sat in a wooded area for ap- 
proximately 30 years par- 


‘tially covered with earth and 


overgrown with brush and 
trees, making them unrec- 
ognizable. The property is 
now the site of the proposed 
marijuana dispensary on 


Ricciuti Drive. 


In the past, the Quarry 


Museum tried . unsuccess-. 


fully to acquire the columns 
from the former owners 
without success. Recently, 
the Quarry Museum made 
inquiries as to the new own- 
er of the property. Through 
the efforts, help and support 
of Leo Martin, Jr. of Martin 
Realty of Quincy and the 
support of the present own- 
ers of the property, Stu Levy 


and Sy Marcus of Universal 
Properties of .Newton, the 
columns were donated to the 
Quarry Museum. 

‘Upon hearing of the 
donations -of the columns, 
museum member Tom 
Bonomi spoke-with Quincy 
City Historian Tom-Galvin 
and was informed that the 


‘bases for the columns were 


in Quincy at the A. Monti 
Granite Company on Centre 
Street. Inquiries were made 
by Tom Bonomi, and it was 
established, after speaking 
with Linda Monti Mon- 
tilio, that the bases were at 


the A. Monti Granite Com-.- 
‘pany yard, and had in fact © 


been-there for over 25 years. 
Linda Monti Montilio com- 
mented that the bases should 
be with the columns and in 
turn donated the bases to 


the Quarry Museum. This -

was one of the youngest 
head coaches im the history 
of the state at Hopkinton.

evaluated the best players in 
the country for nine years as 
a scout for the New Orleans 
Pelicans. 

He did all this, but when

a.m. to open up the old gym 
at the Vo-Tech so that kids 
could play basketball before 
school.

To Cover Long- Term Injuries, 
Training, Rescue Truck Service

The City Council .on . 


Monday night unanimously 
approved appropriating 
$363,000 in free cash to the 

: Department for over- 


time costs. 


The city had set aside 
$1.53 million for overtime 
in the Fire Department’s 
budget for the current fiscal 
year, which ends June 30. 


_ Fire Chief Joseph Barron on 


Monday said the new appro- 
priation was needed because 


of two factors: The number _ 
of firefighters out with long- 


term injuries or in training 
and keeping the rescue truck 
in service more frequently. 
Barron said about 10 
firefighters have been out 
this year on long-term in- 
jury leave, more than in 


- prior years. In addition, the 
. chief said nine firefighters 


were hired last fall and went 
to the Boston Fire Depart- 

ment’s training academy, 
which. now lasts 16 weeks 


- instead of eight to ten. 


“Adding those numbers 
together, in a’ 200-man de- 
partment that’s 10 percent 
of my department,” Barron 
said. “Imagine trying to run 
a business. with 10 percent 


of your personnel not avail- 


able to you, and then add in 
vacation time and normal 


sick time. My . personnel 
were greatly depleted in the 
fall and into’the winter.” __ 

The rescue truck, Barron 
explained, was in_ service 
about 120 evenings this. cur- 
rent. winter, compared to 100 


evenings last winter: The | 


rescue truck can be used for 


incidents such as high-angle — 
rescues, building collapses — 


and trench collapses.

Harris and his attorney — former City Solicitor Jay 
MacRitchie — contested a special election that council- 
lors had’talled on the advice-of current Solicitor James 
Timmins following the unexpected death of incumbent 
Ward 6 Councillor Brian McNamee. McNamee, who had 


‘defeated Harris in the Nov. 3rd election — died Dec. 23 


after a brief battle with cancer. 

The crux of the matter: when did the Ward Ss seat actu- 
ally- go vacant? 

Harris and MacRitchie contended the seat was left un- 
filled after McNamee died. 

Timmins countered the seat became vacant Jan. 4 — 
the day city councillors and other elected officials were 


sworn in to their new terms at inauguration ceremonies at 
_ the James R. McIntyre Government Center. 


While it is true 'that McNamee’s death occurred after 
the council was out of session for 2015, you could also 
argue that Ward 6 constituents did not have their own 
representative in city government as of Dec. 23rd. A ward 
councillor’s work does not begin and end with a council 
meeting. They are on call 24-7 facilitating constituent 
concerns and serving the citizens they represent. 

Last Wednesday, Norfolk Superior Court Judge Ro- 


salind Miller agreed with Harris and MacRitchie. She- 


ruled the vacancy was governed by a 1953 state law that 
stipulates a runner-up in a city council election should be 


appointed to fill a seat if the election winner resigns or © 


dies before taking office: 

Certainly the timing of McNamee’s passing created an 
unusual circumstance that as far.as anyorie can tell had 
never happened before in the city of Quincy. The span of 
time between the Nov, 3rd eléction and Jan. 4th swearing 
in was about nine weeks. If McNamee had passed away 


Jan. 4 or later, the seat would have been filled by a special 


election. 

‘ This Ward 6 saga wibieons. — in our mind — the need 
for the city to address the ambiguity of how vacancies in 
elected offices are filled. In the case of a ward council- 


lor, there are presently three different: were a seat can be 


filled. 

Two of them have siceady been aiowed. One: a 
runner-up in a city election ascends to the seat if there 
is a resignation or death after an election and before the 
term of office begins. That just occurred in Ward 6: 

Number two: if the vacancy occurs during the first 12 
months of a term a special election would be called. 


And number three: if the vacancy occurs during the. 
final 12 months of a term the city council appoints a suc- © 


cessor until a regular city election is held. 

There are other procedures depending on the city’s 
other elected offices. 

If a. councillor at-large seat becomes vacant — regard- 


less of when in the two-year term it occurs — city council- 


lors appoint a-successor. 

Same with a school committee seat. If a school seat 
becomes vacant at any point during a four-year term, 
the city council, school committee and mayor Vote in a 
replacement to serve out the remaining portion of that 
term. — , 

And we’re really not sure about the mayor’s term. 
We've asked for clarification on this and one official told 
us that a mayoral vacancy would be filled by a special 
election if that vacancy occurs with more than s six months 
remaining on the mayor’s term. ’ 

We’re assuming the city council president would be 
the acting mayor in the absence of the mayor but we’re 
not sure. We also wonder if the four-year mayoral term 
has any impact on how — or when — a mayoral vacancy 
would be filled. . 


Before we get to our recommendation on filling va- 
- Cancies, we want to congratulate William Harris on his 


appointment. Harris campaigned for the Ward 6 seat last 
fall and received about 40 percent of the vote. He attend- 
ed candidate forums, met with voters, ahd ran a positive 
campaign against a well-known incumbent. We’ve men- 
tioned before that Brian had a style all his own but he .

dentist will inspect for any 
sores or discolored tissue as

Your dentist may per- 
form an oral brush biopsy if 


he or she sees tissue in your 
‘mouth that appears suspi- 


cious. This test is painless 
and involves acquiring a 
small sample of the tissue 
and analyzing it for abnor- 
mal cells. Alternatively, if 
the tissue looks more worri- 
some, your dentist may rec- 
ommend a scalpel biopsy. 
This procedure usually re- 
quires local anesthesia and 
may be. performed by your 
dentist or a specialist. These 
tests are essential to detect 
oral cancer early, before it 
has had a chance to advance 
and spread. 

Oral- cancer is treated 


the- same way numerous. . 
‘other cancers are treated, 


with surgery to remove the 
cancerous growth, followed 
by radiation therapy and/or 
chemotherapy to obliterate 
any remainiag cancer cells. 

There are steps that you 
can take to prevent oral can- 
cer: 

¢ Don’t smoke. or use any

the people of Ward 6 and 
the people of Quincy. Thank 
you so much.” 

The coancil then re- 
cessed, giving Harris a 
chance to pose for pictures 
-with his wife, Carole, and 
daughter, Mary. 

Harris’ long road to the 
Ward 6 seat began on in Jan- 
uary, after the council sched- 
uled a special election to fill 
the seat previously held by 
McNamee, who died Dec. 
23 following a brief battle 
with cancer. Preliminary 
voting in that contest had 
been set for Tuesday, with a 
final election on May 3. 


Harris, who finished run- - 


ner-up to McNamee in last 
year’s municipal election, 
challenged the council’s call 
for a special election in Nor- 
folk County Superior Court. 
Harris and his attorney, for- 
mer City Solicitor Jay Mac- 
Ritchie, contended he was 
entitled to the seat according 
to a 1953 law that requires 
the council to appoint the 
runner-up if.a councillor- 
elect dies before the start of 
a new term. 


The council, based on the 


recommendation of City So- 
licitor Jim Timmins, sched- 
uled the special election un- 
der provisions of home rule 
petitions approved in 1984 
and 2004, which call for a 
special election if a ward 
council seat is vacated for 
any reason during the first 
year of a two-year term. 

Superior Court Judge 
Rosalind Miller. ruled in fa- 
vor of Harris March 30, or- 
dering the council to appoint 
him to the vacant seat. The 
following day, she rejected 
a motion for reconsidera- 
tion filed by Timmins, after 
which city officials: canceled 
the special election and de- 
cided to move ahead with 
the appointment. 

At Monday’s meeting, 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian Pal- 
mucci said he still believed 
the city’s stance calling for a 
special election was correct, 


but said it was important for - 


Ward 6 to have its own rep- 
resentative. 

_ “I supported the city’s 
position in this and [ still 
think it was the correct posi- 
tion, but I was always of the 
opinion that Ward 6 should 
go as short of a period of 
time without representation 
as possible,” Palmucci said. 

“In conformance with the 
judge’s ruling and in confor- 
mance with that principle 
that the ward council job is 
too busy and too much hap- 
pens in the ward, Ward 6, to 
go without filling that seat, 
I’ll support this motion.” 

At-large Councillor Jo- 
seph Finn, who resides in 
Ward 6 and had shouldered 
the responsibilities of the 
district’s ~ representative 
since . McNamee’s death, 
Said the council in 2004 


had intended to have such 
vacancies resolved by vot- 
ers and said his. colleagues 


should consider a new home © 


rule petition to that effect. 
The council’s original call 
for a special election, he 
said, was not personal. 
“Quite clearly the judge 
has made a decision and we 


need to honor that. If this. 


body continues to believe in 
the importance of what was 


- attempted in the past, I think 


its time to revisit and take a 
look at generally the home 
rule petition,” Finn said: 
“All of that aside, it’s 
very important that ev- 
eryone understands it had 
nothing to do with the per- 
sonality involved here. I’ve 
known Bill and Carole for a 
very long time and I know 
what their commitment to 
the community is.” 
Councillor Nina Liang, 
who likewise resides in 


Ward 6, thanked Finn for | 


filling in as the as the ward 
councillor. She added it was 
important to honor Miller’s 
decision and also to revisit 
the procedures on filling 


council seats for clarity in 


the future. 
“There is a lot coming 
down the pike in that ward 


‘and I think it’s important — 


we honor the judge’s deci- 
sion tonight and appoint Mr. 
Harris to the council seat,” 
Liang said. “That being said, 
I do still want to continue to 
look ahead and address the 
fact that we do, I think, need 
to go back and amend the 
ordinance just so we’re very 
clear on what happens if this 
happens again.” 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
agreed that it was time to 
revisit how vacancies are 
filled arid also apologized 
to Harris and the four other 
residents who were set to 
appear on the ballot Tues- 
day - Nathan Knowles, 
Kevin Mock, Brian Radell 
and Alie Shaughnessy. - 

“T just feel bad,” he said. 
“T feel bad that everyone 
had to go through this. I feel 
bad as a body — I feel bad as 
a councillor — that this all 


happened.” 
City Council President

He is paired up to fly on SOFIA sometime between 
August and January with a school teacher in Plym- 
outh. He’ll fly to California first for special training 
before boarding SOFIA at Armstrong Air Force Base 
near Pasadena. -

“We are going to work together to do a science jour- 
nalism project where students get to look at data from 


- the mission,” he explained during a recent interview. 


“T’ll go to the school and teach them how to bring sci- 
ence to the public. The students will come to the Mu- 
seum of Science and do presentations on the mission 
to the general public at the museum,” he says. 

O’Dea and the school teacher will join scientists 
on the SOFIA mission. The flight could last up to 12 
hours and he'll fly on at least one but possibly two 
missions. 

At-this point the exact dates of his mission have not 
yet been determined. But once the itinerary is set, he’ll 
also learn what type of mission he’ll fly on. 


“The mission right now doesn’t have a specific fo- - 


cus — it’s just infrared astronomy,” he says. “You can 
look at planets to see how much energy they are radiat- 
ing back to space. You can look at galaxies, star forma- 


‘tions, a supernova (exploding star) and tell what’s in 


it. They have detected:some heavy elements like lead 
that’s only made in a supernova explosion. So any lead 
that’s here on earth was part of an exploding star,” he 
explains. 

“The telescope looks at all kinds of things,” he con- 
tinues: “Infrared is like heat vision. You can look at 
things that are a lot cooler. You can look at giant clouds 
of gas — that’s where stars are born — the atmosphere of 
Mars and other planets like Pluto. We can tell what an 
atmosphere on a pant) is.

Parkinson’s 
signs and symptoms. may 
include: tremors and shak- 
ing, slowed movement, 
rigid tnuscles, — impaired 
posture and balance, loss of 
automatic movements (in- 
cluding blinking, smiling or 
Swinging your arms when 
you walk), speech changes 
and writing changes. 
Parkinson’s disease is 
often accompanied by these 
additional” complications 
which. may be treatable:

The cause of Parkinson’ s 
disease is unknown. In this 


_ disease, certain nerve cells 


(neurons) in the brain grad- 


© ually break: down or die. 
Many of the. symptoms are 
a due to a loss of neurons that 


produce a chemical mes- 


‘senger in your brain called 
dopamine. When dopamine 


levels decrease, it. causes 
abnormal brain - activity. 


- Several factors are thought 


to play a role in the develop- 
ment of Parkinson’s disease 
including genetic mutations, 
environmental triggers, age 
(usually age 60 or above), 
heredity, sex (men are more 
likely to develop). 

No specific test exists to 
diagnose Parkinson’s dis- 
ease. Your doctor will diag- 
nose it based on your medi- 
cal history, a review of your 
signs and symptoms, and a 
neurological and_ physical 
examination.. Doctors may 
recommend regular follow- 
up appointments with. neu- 
rologists proficient in move- 
ment disorders to evaluate 
your. condition - and symp- 


toms over time and diagnose 
Parkinson’s disease. 
Parkinson’s . disease 
can’t be cured, but medica- 
tions can help control your 
symptoms, often dramiati- 
cally. Medications may help 
you manage problems with 
walking, movement and 
tremor. There are many 
medications available to 
treat the symptoms of Par- 
kinson’s, although none yet 


that truly reverse the effects - 


of the disease. It is common 


' for people with PD to take a 


variety of these medications 
in order to control the symp- 
toms of the disease. 

__ In some later cases, sur- 
gery, such as deep brain 


stimulation may be advised. 


During deep brain stimula- 
tion surgery, electrodes are 
inserted. into the targeted 
brain region using MRI and 


neurophysiological map-— 


ping to ensure that they are 
implanted in the right place. 
A device called an impulse 


generator or IPG (similar to’ 
a pacemaker) is implanted | 


under the collarbone to pro-

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vide an electrical impulse to 
a part of the brain involved

‘If you or someone close 
to you has recently been 
diagnosed with Parkinson’s 
disease, you are likely un- 
dergoing many emotions 
and have many concerns 
and questions. 

Remember that you are 
not alone. It is common for 
many people to experience: 
a wide range of emotions 
upon diagnosis from shock, 
to anger and even to some- 


times a sense relief at being 


able to label symptoms that 
have gone unexplained or 
misdiagnosed for years. 

If you’ve received a di- 
agnosis of Parkinson’s dis- 
ease, you'll need to work 
diligently with your doctor 


to find a treatment plan that- 


offers you the greatest relief 
from symptoms with the 
fewest side effects. Certain 
lifestyle changes may also 
help make living with Par- 
kinson’s disease easier such 
as, healthy eating, exercise 
to help increase your muscle

Parkinson’s disease does 

not just affect the person liv- 
ing with it; it affects the en- 
tire family and an extended 
community of friends and 
loved ones. If you are the 
caretaker, child, parent, or 
loved one to a person with 
Parkinson’s, you are famil- 
iar with the challenges and 
responsibilities that come 
with living with the disease. 
As a caretaker it may be dif- 
ficult to let others assist or to 
take time for yourself. 
_. Remember that it is as 
important for you, as it is 
for the person with Parkin- 
son’s, to care for yourself 
and to begin understanding 
the disease. -

“It was an engineering 
marvel of its day,” Bonomi 
said, explaining that legis- 
lation had to be passed to 
allow the rail line to cross 
public roads.

~ North Quincy — since 2006 
and had been re-elected to 
a sixth term’ in November’s 
municipal election, when he 
fended off a challenge from 
Harris: McNamee received 
_59.4 percent of the vote to 
Harris’ 40.6 percent. 
The city had originally 
planned a special election 
to fill the seat under provi- 
sions of home rule petitions 
approved in 1984 and 2004, 
but Harris contended — and a 


Superior Court judge agreed 
— he should be- appointed to 
the seat under terms of the 
1953 law, which requires 
the council to appoint the 
runner-up if the councillor- 
elect dies before a new term 
begins.

candidates would not be 
_ able to- fill the vacant seat, 


the council or mayor would 
appoint a placeholder in the 
event: a seat were vacated 
before the new term began 


and no runner-up met the 


minimum vote threshold. 
“The other laws were put 
in so a person couldn’t just 
put his name in, get 10 or 
15 votes, and then take over 


a seat if something was to 


happen prior to the person 
taking office,’ Harris said. 


» “I feel why not put a . 
benchmark number of some- — 


where between 30 and 35 
percent — having to receive 
30 or 35 percent of the vote 
to make you eligible. If not, 
someone is appointed by the 
mayor or the City Council 
to be the ward-councillor 


until the special election - 


takes place. I feel the person 
who would do it would not 


be eligible to run for office, 


so there wouldn’t be any 
advantage, and there are a 
lot of good people out there 
who could do it.” 

Harris noted Ward 6 was 
without a ward councillor 
for a period of four months 
while the city moved ahead 
with plans for a special elec- 


‘tion in May. If. the council 


were to repeal the 1953 law, 
he said, the ward would 
have gone without its ward 
councillor for five months. 
“For four months there 
wasn’t a Ward 6 council- 
lor,” Harris said.

Water 
Department crews will be 
flushing hydrants during the 
day, from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

How Will the Flushing 


Program Affect You? 


' The flushing may tem- 
porarily cause the water in 


- the distribution system to be 
‘rusty and discolored, which 


can stain clothes and fix- 
tures. For this reason, cus- 
tomers are advised to limit 
water use and to avoid doing 
laundry while the flushing is 
taking place. i 


If possible, avoid us-’ 


ing water while the hydrant 


flushing is taking place. By 


not using water from the 
tap (cold or. hot) or running 
appliances that use water 
(dishwashers and washing 
machines), you can prevent 


discolored water from enter-

Ore-Monday, April 4, 2016 at approximately 12:20 a.m., 
Officer Sean Fitzgerald was dispatched to Davis Street on a_ 
report of a motor vehicle accident — with the driver attempt- 
ing to leave the scene.
